so much talk of retrenchment in tho 
schools, to consider some ol the argu- 
ments advanced in the effort to reduce 
'i-achen' salaries. That one oftenest 
icad ami heard is this:—that prices 
ir-ncrally are lowered; that it doesn't 
••list so much to live an it did ten years 
ijp>, and that therefore teachers should 
oe auntent to go back to their former 
receipts. This theory, which may be 
proper enough} when applied to other 
trades, does not fit with that of the 
teacher who was paid starvation prices 
before the war. 
His wnik could hardly 


bo mure important than it is. 
He has 


it in his power to make his pupils hon- 
orable, intellige'.t men and women, as 
well an persons acquainted with tho 
threo It's. 
To compare the profession 


of the man or woman who controls and 
guides tbe souls ami minds of the 
young generation to the trade of a uic- 
ohaniu, and to demand that their wages 
should be equalized, seems an absurdly 
ignorant and low-mined thing to do. 
And yet it is done every day. 
A cor- 


respondent of a certain Western journal 
mentions the salaries paid to the female 
teachers of his city, nnd asks with a 
ourious stupidity: 
''How many female 


olerks have that muuh? 
How ninny 


good and intelligent mechanic have it 
at the present time?" 
A noblo argu 


mentt 
What becomes of tho ehildrcr 


of a person who ranks the training ol' 
their minds on the same level with tho 
soldering of a wasto pipe? 
Not that 


wo would disparage tho work of n ine, 
ehanio; if it be well done, it is honornbio 
enough; but we submit that the delicate 
task of cultivating a human intelligence 
requires different 
powers from those 


that guide a skilful mechanic's hand, 
fcnd is to bo rewarded after a different 
fashion. 
Why should wo go back to 


the wages of fifteen years ago, because 
at that period good work was not pro- 
perly paid for? The profession is one 
that call* for constant study, for vigor- 
ous health, for earnest plcanuro in its 
work; and these necessities that cannot 
bo maintained upon n pittance and tho 
endless anxiety that is the result of that 
pittance. 
There are, of course, many 


teachers whose work i.s not worth five 
cents a day; these should be remorse- 
lessly weeded out. Let there be an end 
to teaching by young women who have 
no natural uptitiulo anil little training, 
and who take up tho work as n make- 
shift until their marriage-day. A school 
committee can moke no poorer invest- 
ment than in teaching by tho letter 
without spirit. 
No <mi- should touch 


in the schools who has not enthusiasm 
for her work, a marked natural capacity 
for it, nnd n thorough training. 
Hut 


«o long as prices tire resolutely kept 
down nnd constantly reduced, there is 
no temptation to any one to spend years 
in sincere and careful preparation, or 
the few hours out of school in the nnc- 
ossary study that prevents intellectual 
rust. 
Why should time and money be 


given to tho getting ready for a work 
which gives only the simplest daily 
bread and raiment, and which after a 
life of earnest devotion leaves the 
worker's old age to miserable depen- 
dence or to actual suffering for • the 
physical needs of ciistonoe? 
If school 


boanis would spend the time which they 
now occupy in trying tn reduce salaries 
in endeavoring to got better teachers, 
tht! next generation would profit in- 
aatcnlnhly. 
Make the sovurest require- 


ments of teachers', relentlessly dismiss 
all win) urn half-corn prtunt—nnd when 
you yet ^ood ones, pay them an honest 
wage. 


An argument (or reduction recently 


introduced in tho Cincinnati School 
Hoard was the sinful extravagance of 
teachers. The wise roan making it 
thought that teachers dressed too well 
—they ought to wear calico gowns. A 
feinalo teacher politely pointed out tho 
unanswerable fact that in order to main- 
tain the necessary neatness the calico 
gowns would require constant washing, 
the constant washing involved large 
laundry bills. 
Hut the insolence of the 


argument no one appeared to rebuke. 
As well tell a clergyman that because 
he could keep breath in his body and a 
rag upon hix back for 25 cents a day, ho 
should receive no more for tho work of 
his earnest mind, his devoted soul. 
A 


woman who has spent her youth in mak- 
ing ready for her profession, and who 
gives her days to the conscientious and 
successful performance of this most 
difficult and wearing task of thorough 
instruction, ought, certainly, to receive 
righteous recompense, without sugges- 
tion as to how she shall expend it, 
Whst member of any other of the 
learned professions would endure such 
intrusion? 


It if impossible to find in all the 


school board discussions on retrench- 
ment one in which these arguments, or 
others as short-sighted, are not brought 
forward. There is eitrcmelv poor teach- 
ing in this country; and so long as these

Making Lumber from Straw.

that of making lumber from straw.

As many sheets are taken 
as is needed for the requisite thickness 
of lumber.

In 
the chemical process to which it is sub- 
mitted, the fibre ia* so hardened an to 
prevent water soaking, and the lumber 
is not easily combustible.

THE DEAD POET.

Tbe remains were Interred in tbe cem- 


etery at Mt. Pulaski, Logan county, on 
Tuesday afternoon. Kev. Father Hotter, 
of tbe Lincoln German Catholic Church 
preached the funeral sermon. 


Tbe deceased was born in Mt, Pulaikl. 


During his sojourn here many of our citi- 
zens became quite well acquainted with 
him, and loved and reipected him for his 
kindness of heart and genial disposition. 
From a friend who knew him (rain bli 
youth up we learn tbat In childhood hit 
love of reading developed Into a mania, 
as It were, for books, giving him In his 
boyish years of ten, tbe largest collection 
of books In bis native village. AssUtlng 
his father In the itore at Mt. Pulaski, all 
Idle moments of tbe day and rnott of tbe 
night, were spent poring over volume af- 
ter volume, baring himself learned the 
rudiments and finally acquiring language 
after language, until he bid early become 
tbe greatest linguist ot tbe county, If Dot 
t je central part of thli state. He went to 
St. Louis at Ihe age of tixteen, where be 
remained twelve yean ai student, teacher 
and professor. 
From thence, after a 


short visit home, he proceeded to Phila- 
delphia, staying In tbat city less than a 
year, bis health demanding a cessation 
of study and teaching. Somewhat recu- 
perating be spent several years In Spring- 
field, some time in Bloomlngtoo, about 
two yean In Decatur, nearly the same 
time in;Lincoln, going tu Pcoria In the 
fall, where he remained until bit sickness 
In March, which proved too much for bli 
enfeebled body, bis physical never being 
equal to bis mental powers. Prof. Scblck 
was a bard worker, a never ceasing stu- 
dent; the compiler of bis writings will 
furnish a c tlcltm of their merit, lie 
spoke, wrote and translated twenty-four 
ditl'erent languages. His was a clever na- 
ture and kindly disposition, sociable and 
friendly. Poor Schlck: peace to bis soul I

In a communication sent to the 


Homo ol ilnprenentativea on the 29th 
of la»t month, returning to the House 
without my approval the bill entitled 
"An act making appropriation* for the 
•uppurt of tho ariuy for the flioal year 
ending June '.M, 1880, and for other 
purponen," 
I endeavored to ihow, by 


quotations from 
the itttutei of the 


United Htatci now io force, and by a 
brief atatemont of facts in regard to the 
recent election* in Mveral Statei, that 
no additional U'gitlation was nacuMary 
to prevent interference with election* 
by the military or naval foreea of the 
United .State*. 


Tho f'nct wan presented in that com- 


munication tint at the time of the 
paanago of the act of June 18, 1878, in 
relation to the employment of the army 
a* JXMMO oomitatui, or otherwitv, it wa* 
maintained by iti friends that it would 
eitnblioli a vital 
and 
fundamental 


principle which would *eoure to the 
pooplo protection against a Handing 
•fray. 


The fact was also referred to, that 


alncn tho pnsnago of thin aot Congrem- 
lonal, State and municipal elections had 
boon held tf.rnughout the Union, and 
that in no instance Han complaint been 
Tnndu nf the presence of I'niteJ States 
coldiors nt tho poll*. 


Holding, an I do, the opinion that 


any military interference whatever at 
the polU is contrary to the spirit of our 
inntitulions. anil would tend to deitroy 
the lYui'dom of election*, and lineerely 
desiring to concur with Congress in all 
of itri lucnsuruH, it is with wry great re- 
gret that I am forced to tho conclusion 
that tin; bill before ;ne it not only un- 
necessary to prevent such interference 
but i* a Jmigi'routi departure from long- 
rotttnl nnd important conttitutional 


The true rule us to tho employment 


of military forces at elections is not 
(loulitful. 
No intimidation or coercion 


should lie allowed to control or influence 
citizens in thn exercise of their right to 
vote, whether it appears in the shape of 
combinations of evil-disposed pcrsnng, 
or ol' armed linilies of militia of a State, 
or of tlio military force of the Tinted 
States. 


The elections slioulil bu free from all 


forcible interference, and 
a.i fur as 


practicable from all apprehension 
of 


nucli interference. 
No soldiers, either 


of lite I 'nion or of the St.ito militia, 
should In: present nt the polls to lake 
tbo place nr to perform the duties ot t'li 
ordinary civil police force. 


There bus been uuil will be no vioU- 


tion of this rule

me during this Administration.

thcro should be no denial of the riizlit 
of tho national (lovornment to employ 
its military force on any day and at any 
place, in ease such employment is nee 
essury to enforce the constitution and 
laws of the I'nitcd Slates.

It tnactoil. etc., that it sliall not be law 
fill ID bring ID or employ at any place 
where a general or special election is 
being licU in a State, any purl of the 
army or nuvy of tbe 1'nited Slates, un- 
less such force bo nccesnarv U> repel 
armed enemies of the I'nited* Status, nr 
to ciiloree Section -I ol Article -I of (he 
constitution ol the I'nitcd States anil 
llie U\vs made in pursuance thereof 
tho application of the Legislature or the 
Kxtnilivo (if the Suite where such lord- 
is to bo used: and sn much of all l.iws 
as ir. inconsistent herewith is hereby 
repealed."

force the constitution and laws.

tho exempted ens as leave a prohibition 
io jxtennive nnd far-reaching that its 
adoption 
will 
seriously 
impair 
the 


efficiency of the Kxecutive Department 
of tho (lovornmcnt. 


Tho first act expressly authorising 


the uso ot military power to execute 
the laws was passed almost a* early as 
the ortraniiation of the (Jovernment 
under the constitution, and was ap- 
proved by President Washington, May 
2, 1792. 
It is a* follows: 


"SECTION a. And be II further enactrtl. 


tbax whenever Ibe laws o( ibe I'mieii 
Blr'v shall be opuoied, or tba execution 
Ibeuol obstructed^ In any Slate, by com- 
binations too powerful lo be sumirrmii.il 
by Ifar ordinary course o( Judicial ttm- 
eeedlnn, or by the powers vested In tb>- 


bala by this act, tbe saint 


Judge, U iball be lawful forth* Prealdtat 
of tie United BtaWi to caU for the roillUa 
of mca Btatw to aappress aucb combina- 
tiont and to ca«M ths law* to be daly 
executed; and If tbe mllltla of a State 
where such combinations may happen, 
•hall refuse, or be Insufficient to suppress 
the lame, It shall be lawful for the Presi- 
dent, If tbe legislature of tbe United 
Htatct be not In session, to call forth and 
employ such numbers of the mllltla of any 
other Btate or Stales most convenient 
thereto as may be necanaryj and the use 
of the nillllla so to be called forth may be 
continued, if necosiary, until tbe expira- 
tion of thirty days after the commence- 
ment of the ensuing session." 


In 1795 thi* provision wa* substan- 


tially re-enacted in a law which repealed 
the aot of 1792. 


In 1807 the following act became the 


law, by approval of President Jeffer- 
son: 


"That ID all cases of insurrection or ob- 


Mruulion to tbe laws, either of tbe United 
Sliiies or of Htiy individual Sluto or Terri- 
tory where II Is lawful for Ihe 1'resUlcnt 
of Hie tnitcil States to call forlb the ml- 
litln for the purpose of suppressing such 
iomirn ction, or of causing tbe )nw» to be 
dill.,' c.vrutcil, It Rliull hu lawful for bliu 
to employ (or the same purposes such 
part of ili« litnd or nuval force of the Uni- 
ted Suits as shall be judged necessary, 
having lirst observed all the prvrequitltcs 
of I He IHW in that respect." 


]!y this act it will be seen that the 


scope of tho law of 1795 wan extended 
so as to authorize tho national Govern- 
ment to uae, not only tho militia, but 
the army and navy of the United States 
in causing the law* to be daly executed. 


Tho important provision of the act* 


of 1702, 1795 and 1807, modified in ita 
terms from time to time, to ad.tpt it to 
the existing emergency, remained in 
force until by an act approved by 
President Lincoln, July 20, 18C1, it 
was re-enacted substantially in the same 
language in which it in now found in 
the Revised Statutes, vii: 


SUCTION, 5,21)8. Whenever, by reason 


of unlawful obstructions combination*or 
assemblages of 
persons, In rebellion 


ugulnst tuo authority of tbo (Jovemmeut 
ut the United States, II shall hecouui Im- 
practicable, In the Judgment of the Presi- 
dent, to enforce, by the ordinary course 
of judicial proceedings, tbe laws of tbo 
foiled (Hates, wllblu uny slul« or lerrl- 
tory, it shall he lawful for the President 
to call forth the mllitln of any or all I he 
slates, und to employ such parts of thu 
land und rmvul forces of the tattedSlutes 
as ho may ileetu necessary to oaforeo the 
fulthfiii execution of tlio laws of the 
I'tillcd Htates, or to suppress: suuh rebel- 
lion, In whiitever stale or territory thereof 
Itie Uwsof tlie United States may be forci- 
bly umioscd, or tlio execution thereof 
forcibly obstructed. 


Thin ancient and fundamental law 


has been in force from tho foundation 
of tho Government. 
It ia now propos- 


ed to abrogate it on certain days and at 
certain places. 
In ray judgment no 


fact has been produced which tends to 
»how that it ought to ba repealed or 
suspended for a siniflo hour, at uny 
place in any of thu states or territories 
of the Union. AU the teachings of ex- 
perience in tho course of our history 
are in favor of sustaining itH efficiency 
unimpaired nn every occasion when tho 
supremacy of tho constitution IIM been 
resisted, and tho perpetuity of our in- 
stitutions imperiled. 
Tho principle of 


this statute unautud by the i'ulbers ban 
enabled tho (iovcrnment uf the Union 
to maintain its authority and to prn- 
serve the integrity of thu nation at the 
most critical periods of our history. My 
predecessors in the 
Kxcoutivo offieu 


have relied on this great principle. 
It 


was on ibis principle that President 
Washington suppressed tho whisky re- 
bellion in Pennsylvania, in 1794. In 
IsiMi, on thu saniu principle, President 
.Ictl'erson broke up the Hurr conspiracy, 
by issuing orders for the employment 
of such force, either of the regulars or 
of tbe militia, and by such proceedings 
of the civil authorities, as might enable 
thorn to suppress effectually the further 
progress of the enterprise. 
It was un- 


der tho same authority that President 
Jackson crushed nullification in South 
Carolina, and that President Lincoln 
issued his call for troops to save tho 
I'nion, in 1St!l. 
On numerous other 


occasions of 
lc<- 
significance, under 


probablv every Administration, and cer- 
tain'y under the present, this power has 
beer usefully exerted tn enforce tho 
luws. without objection by any party in 
tin' country, and utmost without attract- 
ing public attention. 


Tile great elemontnry constitutional 


priiu-iple which was tho foundation of ihu 
original statute of 17'JU, and which has 
been its essence iti the various forms il 
liai assumed since its first adoption, is 
that the liovornuieiit of the I'nited 
Stiilcs possesses, under the constitution, 
in full measure, tlie power of self-pro- 
tection by its own agencies, altogether 
independent of the state authority, and, 
if need bp, against the hostility of the 
stuto governments. It should remain 
embodied in our statutes, unimpaired, 
a* it has been from t'..e very origin of thu 


I iovcrninont. 
It should bo regarded as 


hardly less valuable or less sacred than 
a provision of th* constitution itsell. 


There arc many other important stat- 


utes containing provisions that are lia- 
ble to bo suspended or annulled at the 
times and places of holding elections if 
the bill before mo should become law. 


I do not undertake to furnish a list 


of them. Many of them,perhaps moit of 
them.have been set forth in the debates 
on this measure. 
They relate to extra- 


dition, to crime* against the election 
laws, to quarantine regulations, to neu- 
trality, to Indian reservations, to civil 
right* of oitiieng, and to other subjects. 
In regard to them all it may be safely 
said that the meaning and effect of this 
bill is to take from the General Govern- 
ment an important part of its power to 
enforce tbe laws. 


Another grave objection to the bill is 


it* discrimination in favor of the state 
and againit the national authorities.—

army or n»vy of the United State* is 
lawful aider the terms of tbii bill at 
the pUoo where an election WM being 
held iq a stale to uphold the authority 
of ft state government, then aod there 
ID need of such military intervention, 
but unlawful to uphold the authority of 
the Government of the United States, 
then and there in need of such military 
intervention. 
Under this bill the pres- 


ence and employment of the army or 
nivy of the United States would be law- 
ful, and might be necessary to maintain 
the conduct of a state election against 
the domestic violence that would over- 
throw it, but it would be unlawful to 
maintain the conduct of a national elec- 
tion against the same local 
violence 


that would overthrow it. This dis- 
crimination Las never been attempted 
in any previous legislation by Congress, 
and is no more compatiablo with the 
nound principles of the Constitution or 
the necessary maxims anil methods of 
our system of government on the oc- 
casion of elections than at other lima. 


In the early legislation of 1792 and 


1TD5, by which the militia of the states 
was the only military power resorted to 
for the execution of the constitutional 
powers in support of the state or na- 
tional authority. 
Doth functions of the 


Government were put upon 'the same 
footing. 
Hy the act of 1807 the em- 


ployment of the army and navy was 
authorized for the performance of both 
constitutional duties in the name terms. 
In all the later statutes on the same 
subject matter, the same measure of 
authority to the Government has been 
accorded for the performance of both 
these duties. 
No precedent has been 


found in any previous legislation and 
no sufficient reason has been given for 
the discrimination in favor of the state 
and against the national authority which 
this bill contains. 
Under the sweeping 


terms of the bill the national Govern- 
ment in effectually shut out from the 
exercise of right and from the discharge 
of an imperative duty, to use its whole 
executive power whenever and wherever 
required for the enf'orooment of its laws. 
At the places and times when andwhero 
its elections are held, the employment 
of its organized armed forces for nny 
such purpose would bo an offense against 
tlio law unless called for by, and there- 
fore upon permission of, the authori- 
ties of the Htatu in which the occasion 
arises. 
Whnt is this but the Bubstilu- 


tion of the discretion of the state gov- 
ernments for tho discretion of the gov- 
ernment of the United States ns to tho 
performance of its own duties ? 


In ray judgment this is an abandon- 


ment of itH obligations by tho national 
government—a subordination of nation- 
al authority and an intrusion of state 
supervision over national duties which 
amounts, in spirit and tendency, to state 
supremacy. 
Although 
I believe that 


the existing statutes arc abundantly 
adequate to completely prevent military 
interference with the elections, in the 
sense in which the phrase is used in the 
title or this bill, and is employed by 
the people of this country, I shall find 
no difficulty in concurring in any addi- 
tional legislation limited to that object 
which dues not in tor fore with tho in- 
dispensable exercise ^of the powers of 
the Government and tho constitution 
and laws.
